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ABSTRACT 

This document provides college level performance data for the 
SCHEV system-wide and institution-specific measures submitted to SCHEV in May 
2002. The data concerns community colleges that are a part of the VCCS 
(Virginia Community College System), The data is divided into ten systems: 

(1) advancement rate system; (2) transfer rate system; (3) class size system; 
(4) full time faculty instruction system; (5) graduation rate system; (6) 
facilities utilization system; (7) E&G spending for instruction system; (8) 
management standards system; (9) unrestricted E&G spending for debt service 
system; and (10) faculty productivity system, Internet links. are provided for 
most of the systems listed that provide more information on the data. The 
data is also divided into four institutions: (1) degree efficiency; (2) 

transfer performance; (3) workforce training; and (4) technical graduate 
outcomes, A summary table providing college specific information for each 
ROIE (Reports of Institutional Effectiveness) measure follows the SCHEV 
report. The last section provides some notes on the data sources and 
additional definition details for the measures. The report also includes 
links on the World Wide Web that provide the SCHEV report, measure 
definitions, and notes on data sources, (MZ)

Notes on Measure Definitions and Data Sources 

The table of college performance for the ROIE measures includes the most recent or most recently reported data. In a few instances, the 
measure used for college performance differs slightly from the VCCS measures in the SCHEV ROIE, for example one year of data vs. a 4-year 
average. But, a similarly defined VCCS or System value is provided with the college performance for each of the ROIE measures and should 
provide a meaningful comparison. 

Several of the SCHEV System measures were also DPB performance measures, with different definitions in some cases. System2, 5, 6, 7, 8, 
and 10 were DPB measures. 

Systemi: Advancement Rate— IPEDS GRS-2 data are combined from the ‘completers', 'transfers', and 'still enrolled' sections of the report. Data and 
further info are on AS&R web site.

System2: Transfer Rate— Rate is Cohen Cohen Transfer measure. Data and further info are on AS&R web site.

Systems: Class Size — Data are from AKT Fall end-of-term files. 

System4: Full-time Faculty Instruction— Numbers are from PAS500 reports for fall semester. Specifically, number is percentage student credit hoyrs 
taught located under “STUDENT HOURS GENERATED" at top of page. 

Systems: Graduation Rate — SCHEV has tabled the average over the last four years of the IPEDS-GRS2 rate. College table has most recent year. Info

SystemG: Facilities Utilization — SCHEV has posted data for earlier years from the SCHEV utilization software in ROIE. Fall 2000 data using new 
software has not been posted. Fall 2000 measures from the older SCHEV software are in the college table. Only station use, the product of occupancy and 
room use, is included.

System7: E&G Spending for Instruction — These are IPEDS Finance survey numbers. They are produced by Financial Services and were 
distributed to the colleges. 
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Specifically, F1 elements B1 and B4 are summed and divided by element B9 less scholarships.

Systems: Management Standards — Performance designated by Office of Public Auditor, no designations made by college. 

Systems: Unrestricted E&G Spending for Debt Service — Numbers are from IPEDS Finance survey. Expenditures and mandatory transfers divided 
into debt service. Info and data are at http://nces.ed.qov/ipeds/ 



SystemlO: Faculty Productivity — Performance Ratios from PAS500 reports for fall semester are used. The ratio is multiplied by 15 to 
produce student credit hours per FTEF. 

Institutioni: Degree Efficiency— Graduates’ total hours earned are compared to hours-for-degree using the VCCS graduate files. Graduate 
record values are compared by degree type. Graduates with total or college hours that are more than 15 hours less than degree hours (possible 
transfers) are dropped. 

lnstitution2: Transfer Performance — Information not available 

Institutions: Workforce Training— In ROIE, ten separate numbers are given for this measure. I have taken the numbers that colleges 
supplied to WDS and simply combined the numbers for employees/participants receiving non-credit contract training, the number of in open 
enrollment activities, and those served in workforce service activities. 

lnstitution4: Technical Graduate Outcomes — The ROIE (Perkins Measure 3P1) measure is the percentage of technical graduates who are 
employed and/or continuing study in Virginia the fall after their graduation year. . 
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
